Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to>face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

in every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1.1 1 1.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conoeming the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: The previously applied prior art contained in the rejections of the 
Office action dated August 27, 2004 were discussed in the after fiani interview. Applicant's Invention versus the prior 
art was discussed where the Applicant submitted that the prior art showed cancellation (e.g. capacitance and 
inductance) due to resonance as opposed to Applicant's series inductance cancellation of a capacitive element. 
Applicant further discussed Uchida where Fig. 4 was merely an equivalent circuit where no capacitor (e.g. discrete 
element) existed. The Examiner agreed that while the structure and function with respect to achieving the end result of 
the prior art may differ from the current invention, it is the position of the Examiner that the resultant effect nonetheless 
anticipates the claims as currently presented. With respect to Uchida, the Examiner further maintained that a discrete 
capacitive element existed by the plate/s structure (e.g. 10) of the filter (see Fig. 5a) forming a discrete capacitive 
element. The Examiner concluded that the claims as presented remained anticipated by the prior art and the Examiner 
did not offer any suggestion/s with respect to any additional limitations to overcome the current rejections other than 
incorporation of previously objected to subject matter into the independent claims. No agreement was reached. 
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
